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They've Got Rain In Texas, 
But In Cloudbursts, Floods 


ROBSTOWN, Tex. Ut)— More than 
2,500 persons were homeless today 
along the swam ped lower Texas 
coast as rising w ater from ten days 
of deluge rains seeped into homes 
on the flat coastal plains. 
At least 2,000 were evacuated 
in this farming 
community 
of 
8,000 about 17 miles west of Cor­ 
pus Christi. Many spent their sec­ 
ond night in emergency shelter. 
They were joined by new refu­ 
gees late last night as runoff from 
heavy 
afternoon 
thundershowers 
rushed into the w ater bound town. 
The num ber of homeless increas­ 
ed as interm ittent thundershowers 
continued along the 
coast. 
More 
rain was 
forecast. 
Steady - west 
winds from the Gulf drove moist 
a ir inland. 
Another town hard hit was Sin­ 
ton 28 miles north of Corpus Chris­ 
ti, where 450 were evacuated. 
The south Texas flood 
was no 
great danger to life because the 
w ater rose slowly. 
It spread over vast acreages 
and was trapped behind drain­ 
age ditch levees, 
railroad 
em ­ 
bankments and other obstruc­ 
tions. 
Flooding here began 
Saturday 
when an em bankm ent softened by 
W i inches of rain in 36 hours gave 
aw ay, flooding much of the town.

driven 
from their homes and calls for 
evacuation were coming in all the 
tim e as w ater crept higher. 
In Kingsville, 40 miles southwest 
of Corpus Christi, about 60 fam ilies,

sheltered after high w ater Thurs­ 
day and Friday. 
There had 
been no reported 
loss of life, but property damag­ 
es continued to rise.

south Texas homes water was 
more than three feet deep.

Robstown residents yesterday their 


municipal w ater supply was con­ 
tam inated. 
The 
Robstown 
w ater 
receded 
only a few inches yesterday. Then 
rainfall up to 8 inches fell on high­ 
er ground west of the city. The 
runoff built up a lake outside the 
Robstown dikes that was up to 3 
feet deep last night. It covered 8 
square miles.

On the upper texas coast at 
Bay City, HO miles southwest of 
Houston, 10.23 inches of rain had 
fallen since Saturday.

unions than anywhere else,”

better organized, and detection is 
more difficult.” 
Eleven top Communist officials 
were convicted in 1949 of conspir­ 
ing to violate the Smith Act, which 
m akes it a crim e to teach or advo­ 
cate forcible overthrow of the U. S. 
governm ent. 
Brownell 
said 
the 
Communist 
party -has lost about 75,000 m em ­ 
bers, bringing it down to about 25,- 
000, since that trial and several 
others which followed it. But the 
75,000, he added, 
“ are obviously 
subject to the propaganda of the 
Communist agents.”

THE PARTY m em bers who re­

said,

“organizing 
their forces more effectively and 
their espionage activities are much

He said there was no early pros­ 
pect that any of the unions expell­ 
ed from the CIO several years ago 
on ground that they followed the 
Communist line would be put on 
the attorney general’s list of sub­ 
versive organizations. 
Brownell was asked w hether the 
Reds were “not concentrated in the 
clergy.” He replied “ No.” 
There was no mention of the 
name of J. B. Matthews, former

staff director of the Senate 
vestigations subcommittee head­ 
ed by Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). 
Shortly after M atthews was h ir­ 
ed by McCarthy, a national m aga­ 
zine published an article in which 
M atthews wrote th at “the largest 
single group supporting the Com­ 
m unist apparatus in 
the 
United 
States today is composed of P rot­ 
estant clergym en.” 
In the public uproar which follow­ 
ed, M cCarthy defended Matthews. 
But after President Eisenhower as­ 
sailed the statem ent, the senator 
accepted M atthews’ resignation. 
M atthews has contended he can 
docum ent his article and he has 
been prom ised a 
hearing before 
the House Un American Activities 
Committee. No date has been fix­ 
ed, but it seem s certain no hear­ 
ing will be held before October.

N early every adult in F ayette County 


has heard, or taken part in discussions 


b y various groups, touching various phas­ 
es of the question 
relating 
to 
support 
prices and other aids to the farm er. 


This question, politically speaking, 
is 
about as difficult and as serious a plai­ 
ter. as is now in the foreground of pub­ 


lic interest. It results in cautious, tight- 
rope^walking planks and policies by beth 
major political parties. 


Along this line, m ore than passing i n ­ 
terest has been aioused by a recent ad­ 
dress by W heeler McMillen, editor-in-chief 
cl Ilia agricultural paper. F arm Journal. 
ce of the leading publications in its field. 
The address attacked this problem under 
the provocative title, “Can—and Should— 
F a rm ers Stand on Their Own F eet? ’ 


In a brief historical review, McMillen 
pointed out that in an earlier era farm­ 
ers suffered from a lack of organization 
w hich led to various econom ic discrim i­ 
nations against them . The result, he says, 
w a s that “a farm er w as never sure that 
he could find room for him self to stand 
on his own feet.’’ Thus the groundwork 
for governm ent assistan ce w as laid. 


M cM illen said that the extrem ely 
high 
level of prosperity farm ers have enjoyed 
during the past IO years has led to serious 
m isconceptions. Inasm uch as d u r i n g 
this period governm ent has engaged in 
n ew and unprecedented activities in farm 
p olicy, it is w idely believed that these a c ­ 
tivities have been the prim ary cause of 
good tim es on the farm 
He disputes this, 
writing, 
“Not t h e 
farm policies of governm ent—unless you 
count w a r a governm ental policy—but the 
com bination of various forces account for 
the h igh est degree of prosperity in agri­ 
cultural history; a com bination that in­ 
cludes defense preparations, war, w eath­ 
er. inflation, rem arkable new tools provid­ 


ed by science and invention, and a great 
population grow th.” 
H e then asks, “Should farm ers stand on 
their own feet'.’” As a m atter of record, 
he points out that m any groups besides 
farm ers— groups including business, la­ 
bor, elderly people, and so on—have been 
given governm ent subsidies ut one kind 
and another. This, of course, doesn’t nec­ 
essarily justify subsidies for any group 
a> a principle, and McMillen presents a 
powerful case against high agricultural 
price supports, ending with the statem ent 
that “they cannot in the long run work to 
the advantage of farm ers, nor to the na­ 
tional advantage.” 
He clearly believes that farm ers should 
stand on their own feet, but adds this 
important proviso: “Since governm ent aid 
extends to so m any groups besides farm ­ 
ers, one must now also ask when farm ers 
should stand on their own feet? The only 
fair answer to that 
is 
obvious—when­ 
ever everybody else is com pelled to stand 
on his own fe e t!’’ 
The editor’s last question is: Can farm ­ 
ers stand on their own feet? He believes 
they can—shortly, if not im m ediately— 
b ecause of our swift population growth. 
Every 12 seconds the United States gains 
a new and hungry citizen. E very t h r e e 
m onths the farm m arket is increased by 
about as m any people as live in the city 
of San Francisco. 
The tim e when there will be 200,000,000 
of us is not far in the future. To quote 
McMillen once more: 
“These new cus­ 
tom ers bring into the country with them 
no new land to farm . Consequently the old 
problem s of surplus which had plagued 
agriculture in recent tim es are passing 
problems. The nation will before long be 
m ore concerned with whether farm ers 
can produce enough than because they 
occasionally produce too m uch of certain 
crops.”

EONS BEFORE the dawn of written history, men’s minds and Im* 
aginations were Ared by the mysterious beauty of the starry n ig h t 
Throughout the ages poets have written sonnets and epics to its beauty. 
Ancient Egyptian priests and Greek scholars charted the paths of 
heavenly bodies. The vast riddle of outer space caused Euclid to invent 
geometry to measure the distance to the stars. Astronomy w’as man’s 
first science. 
However, despite this long interest in space, man’s first comprehen­ 
sive map of the universe he lives in will not be complete until late this 
year. A four-year-long “sky survey,” consisting of thousands of astro­ 
nomical photos which will be pieced together to form the world’s first 
detailed map of most of the universe. 
The map will show the three-quarters of It which can 'b e viewed 
from California’s Mt. Palomar observatory, using the Hale 200-irich 
telescope, the world’s largest. Pictures are now being taken by the 
joint effort of the National Geographic society and California Institute 
of Technology.

The sky survey is expected to 
yield enough secrets to keep as­ 
tronomers busy for a century fit­ 
ting them into sensible patterns. 
The scientific star-gazers have 
already learned some astounding 
facts—that the universe is twice 
as big and twice as old as pre­ 
viously imagined, for example. 
lust In case you’re curious, its 


age is four billion and not two 
billion years. The distance of the 
farthest 
away 
galaxies 
visible 
through the Hale telescope are two 
billion light years away 
Nobody 
can really 
understand 
how 
far 
away that is—there aren’t enough 
zeros on a page of paper to type­ 
write it. 
Light travels, as every school 


child knows, a t the Incredible rate 
of 186,000 miles per second—more 
than IO million miles a minute. In 
a year light travels six million 
million miles. 
Imagine the dis­ 
tance of stars whose light takes 
two billion years to reach us. 
The sky survey was made pos­ 
sible by the discovery, of an in­ 
genious lens used on Palom ar's 48- 
inch big Schmidt telescope, which 
acts as a "scout” for the huge 200- 
inch telescope. By means of the 
new lens, the 48-inch Instrument 
can photograph sections of the 
heavens as large as the bowl of the 
Big Dipper out Into tremendous 
new distances. 
When new features are spotted 
on the Schmidt plates, they are 
studied in detail by the 200-inch 
Hale telescope. The cleverness of 
this arrangem ent is apparent when 
one considers that, 
though the 
"Big 
Eye" can 
reach out 
bito 
space three tim es as far as the 
smaller telescope, It can take pic­ 
tures of only a tiny fragm ent of 
the sky area which can be covered 
In each Schmidt photograph. 


Not only are knowm features of 
the heavens being rephotographed 
in new clarity, but a stream of 
celestial 
discoveries 
h a s b e e n 
made. These include nebulae com­ 
parable to the earth s own galaxy, 
the Milky Way. 
Sky survey astronom ers already 
have logged some 1,000 new clus­ 
ters of stars and stellar dusL Sys­ 
tem atic study of the survey pho­ 
tographs is expected to shed new 
light on a knotty question now 
f u z z l i n g astronom ers—whether 
galaxies of stars form Into clus­ 
ters in a 
regular 
pattern and 
whether these clusters themselves 
form into superclusters. 
When the Sky Atlas is finally 
compiled, it should offer clues to 
many long tim e mysteries, astron­ 
omers say. 
These include why 
stars sometimes explode, whether 
there is a recognizable pattern to 
the distribution of star systejna in 
space, and whether the universe 
itself is expanding like a soap 
bubble, with distant stars and neb­ 
ulae 
speeding 
away 
from 
tile 
earth.

I’m writing this at Kotzebue, 
Alaska, 60 miles north of the 
Arctic Circle. The village con­ 
sists of 900 people and 500 dogs. 
All are 
Eskimos except 
75 
white people. We came here 
by plane from Fair banks yes­ 
terday morning. Its approxi­ 
mately 600 miles. As we crossed 
the Arctic 
Circle the 
plane 
gave us a big bump. We saw 
hundreds of pounds of fish be­ 
ing dried. 
Occassionally 
the 
odor wasn't sweet to say the 
least. The people live 
much 
as they have for hundred of 
years. 
They 
are 
generally 
friendly and sincere. Practical­ 
ly all of them speak English. 
There is a 
hospital, 
school, 
post-office and several stores. 
Jade 
ornaments 
and 
ivory 
bracelets, forks and many oth­ 
er things are handmade here. 
Babies are carried on their 
mother’s backs. 
The village is on Kotzebue 
Sound approximately 150 miles 
north of Nome. On clear days 
the plane takes a course along 
the coast almost on the Inter­ 
national Date Line. 
On this 
flight you can see Siberia a - 
bout 50 miles away. I’m going 
to thumb my nose at Malenkov 
as I go past. If I wasn't in a 
hurry I’d go over and give him 
a little free advice. (Glad I’m 
in a hurry). 
The Eskimos put on a dance 
for us last evening. In addition 
to being a Hula dancer, I am 
now an expert on Eskimo danc­ 
ing. Rather than try 
to tell 
you about it, ITI have to show 
you sometime. 
Our deepest sympathy goes 
to Earl Parker and daughters 
In the loss of their loved one. 
Our thoughts go back a few 
years and we remember the 
many nice things Florence did 
for us on a similar occasion.
